American way, already form u­ 
lated by Americans, In which we 
can do this w ithout any undertak­ 
ing tp send soldiers to fight in other 
people’s wars. Americans wrote, in 
the Protocol of Geneva, the defini­ 
tion that the aggressor in any war 
should be the nation which refused 
to arbitrate, and the agreement that 
nil the nations should refuse to have 
any dealings with such an aggres­ 
sor. They would Isolate the offender 
by declining to trade with him, to 
communicate w ith him, or to loan 
him money. T hat agreem ent was 
on the point 
of 
adoption 
when 
Britain refused to sign it .on the 
ground that no suet} boycott could 
be effective so long as America, the 
g.. t.a i trading and financial n a ­ 
tion of all, remained outside. 
N 
OW the proposal is made that 
we accept this definition of an 
aggressor in war, and agree with 
the other nations that we krill join 
in the business part, but not in the 
military part, of their action against 
the offender. We will not agree to 
send soldiers or to contribute arms 
or money to any war, 
anywhere, 
even to a war to suppress war. But 
we will agre» to stop buying and 
selling with a nation that starts a 
War of aggression, and we will agree 
that the definition of. the aggressor 
shall be “the one that refuses ar­ 
bitration.” 
If we will offer this to Europe, 
we will earn the right to ask Eur­ 
ope to cut down its armies. 
If we offer Europe nothing *but 
virtuous platitudes, we will do bet­ 
ter to stay at home, in our own 
pulpits.

Nobel peace prize was almost given 
away by practical jokers, but

foreign m inister reached the new s­ 
papers and kept the story out of 
print—momentarily.

afternoon, 
every im portant newspaper and the 
semi-official new'» agency received 
copies of a letter apparently signed 
by Colonel Picot, recently in Am er­ 
ica, president of the “Broken Mugs," 
the order of veterans whose faces 
are m utilated. This latter, address­ 
ed to Briand, thanked 
him 
most 
gratefully for giving half the Nobel 
prize to the veterans* relief. 
Every newspaper saw a big story 
in the m inister's philanthropy.

notified every paper that the report 
was false.

plenty of knotty legislation to un­ 
tangle. 
The lawmakers left for the 30- 
day recess with a record of approx­ 
imately 2000 bills, of which the 
most outstanding ones were as fol­ 
lows : 
Government 
reorganization, 
as 
proposed by Gov. C. C. Young; fi­ 
nancing of new highway construc­ 
tion; investigations of taxation, a g ­ 
ricultural problems, juvenile de­ 
linquency, a women’s prison and 
the state’s w ater conservation pro­ 
gram of State Engineer Paul Bai­ 
ley; adoption of a state budget; 
revision of the state’s criminal code, 
and reapportionment of legislative 
representation. 
Insurance Fund Transfer 
Under Governor Young’s reorgan­ 
ization plans, the state compensa­ 
tion insurance fund departm ent, un­ 
der the industrial accident commis­ 
sion, wil1 be transferred to the de­ 
partm ent of finance. A departm ent 
of Industrial relations is to be form­ 
ed, the chairman of which is to be 
named by the governor. 
The highway commission, under 
the ne wplan, will consist of five, 
instead 
of 
three 
commissioners, 
serving w ithout pay, except travel­ 
ing expenses, serving a t the pleas­ 
ure of the governor. 
A 
$10,000-a-year 
director 
will 
head 
the 
departm ent 
of 
public 
works, comprising three main di­ 
visions, the division of irrigation 
and w ater rights, under the state 
engineer: the division of highways, 
and a division of architecture. The 
motor 
vehicle 
departm ent, 
state 
traffic officers, and enforcement of 
state road laws will fall under the 
departm ent of public works. 
Education Board Changa 
The movement 
inaugurated 
by 
former School Superintendent Will 
C. Wood for reorganization of the 
departm ent of education is provid­ 
ed in a bill before the legislature. 
The state board of education would 
include IO members instead of sev­ 
en, who shall be appointed by the 
governor with the advice and con­ 
sent of tw o-thirds of the senate. 
Terms of office shall be four years, 
with at least two members retiring 
yearly, to take the board out of 
politics. 
The state board of control would 
be reduced from three members to 
two, with the state controller as an 
ex-officio member. The department 
of finance 
would 
consist 
of an 
$8000-a-year executive as director, 
heading the division of budgets and 
accounts. 
Creation of two new departments 
is contemplated by Governor Young 
a departm ent of natural resources 
and a departm ent of health, which 
will replace the present, state board 
of health. The departm ent .would be 
under 
control 
of 
the 
board of 
health composed of eight appointed 
members, all 
licensed, 
practicing 
physicians. 
Composition of Cabinet 
The governor's “cabinet” will be 
composed of the heads of the seven 
departments, finance, agriculture, 
institutions, education, public wel­ 
fare, public works and labor and 
Industrial relations. 
There is little indication th at the 
budget, which provides the coin 
for running the government for the 
next two years, will meet .opposi­ 
tion. 
Reapportionment, according 
to the measure, approved by the 
voters at the last election, is not ex­ 
pected to develop any lively tilts. 
Revision of criminal laws and 
procedure, w ater conservation, high­ 
way financing and the numerous 
other controversial matters, how­ 
ever, will furnish enough fireworks 
to keep the session from becoming 
monotonous.

up against the foundation of a 
house. 
Some cases require doter 
planting than others, but never 
doser than 12 inches lf possible 
and further than that is still bet­ 
ter. 
Borne places aa much as 
four feet between a plant and the 
foundation is advisable. 
Choosing Your List 
With tho architecture and an 
Idea of arrangement in mind, you 
seek the plants. 
Too often you 
wish that which your neighbor or 
friend has, because they have it. 
If they have made a poor choice, 
so will you. 
Maybe their plants 
have not had time to grow and 
show the mistake, so it is advis­ 
able to inquire about each plant 
unless you are familiar with it 
Also, the exposure, whether north 
or south, Is very important in mak­ 
ing up your list 
The succeM of 
each plant depends a great deal 
upon the amount of sun or shade 
it receives. 
The shady «Ides are 
the hardest in which to obtain a 
great variety of plants with color, 
especially the north sida 
The front garden in most cases 
should not contain any deciduous 
plants, as they have a dormant 
period during winch the absence 
of their foliage leaves a bare spot 
in th* garden. Also, annual flow­ 
ering plant* should be avoided un­ 
less it is merely to fill in between 
a new planting of small shrubs for 
the first season.

At the monthly meeting of the 
board of directors of the Califor 
nia Lima Bean Growers' associa 
lion, held February IO, in Oxnard, 
the board authorized a payment to 
be made to grower members on 
regular limas about February 25 on 
basis to bring the total payments 
on the 1926 crop deliveries to $4 
per c w t 
M anager R. L. Churchill reported 
to the directors regarding ^ils re 
cent trip to the annual convention 
of the N ational Food Brokers' a 
sociation, where he met and con­ 
ferred with about SO of the brok­ 
er representatives of the associa­ 
tion. 
He also called upon 
the 
wholesale grocery trade in a num 
ber of large cities. 
In commenting upon the market 
situation 
and 
outlook, 
Churchill 
stated that while the attitude of 
the wholesale grocery and Jobbing 
trade is to purchase all food com 
modifies only for short term re 
quirements, the 
consumption 
of 
lima beans was reported to be 
good, particularly where they were 
being sold to consumers at IO cents 
per pound or less. 
Two-thirds Sold 
Nearly tw o-thirds of the entire 
1926 crop of limas 
produced 
In 
California has beeiv sold in a trifle 
more 
than 
four 
months 
since 
harvest, leaving only a little more 
than one-third of 
the 
quantity 
available for sale and shipment, to 
be moved in the more than seven 
months remaining. 
Current prices on baby limas are 
ridiculously low because growers 
of this variety in new districts 
have been forcing sales at best 
prices obtainable. 
This not only 
has 
brought 
about ruinous low 
prices, but has reduced sales and 
movement so that It will not be 
possible for 
the 
association 
to 
make any further payment this 
month to baby lima growers who 
already have received 13 per bag. 
The m arket price on limas dur­ 
ing the coming months may be 
expected to advance with the de­ 
velopment in part or as a whole 
of the following conditions: 
Insufficient total rainfall to in­ 
sure normal crop on non irrigated 
lands.

W ith prices ruling 
way below the cost of production, 
many growers 
undoubtedly 
will 
deem it wise to diversify and plant 
a portion of their lands to other 
crops, such as hay, sugar beets, 
green vegetables, pink beans, small 
whites (which now are decidedly 
higher in price than baby limas) 
and blackeyes.

addressed to all men, but becomes 
active only when one is 
tempted, 
and falls. And then ‘‘killing,” as 
done by him, corresponds with the 
meaning carried by the command­ 
ment, but is totally different from 
the one carried by the law when 
prescribing the form of 
punish­ 
ment. Second, an eye for an eye and 
a tooth for a tooth 
Is 
simply 
a 
phrasing of the law of restitution 
in kind. Actual replacement of an 
eye or tooth is of course impos­ 
sible, but the principle Implied must 
stand as an integral element of ab­ 
stract justice. So we may believe 
with full assurance that there was 
no basic change in the law at the 
ushering in of the new regime, but 
there was that in the new 
com ­ 
mandment that 
was 
to 
make 
a 
change in men’s 
attitude 
toward 
each other that would be follow'ed 
by a greatly lessened desire to ap­ 
peal to the law and make of it an 
instrument of revenge and retalia­ 
tion. 
Love is the only agent of Individ­ 
ual reform and social stability that 
is intrinsic and of the Diving order 
and yet it is 
not 
tho 
universal 
solvent that certain sentim entalists 
would make It. Love 
is 
universal 
but passive while, hate is individual 
and active and cannot be dissolved 
by love until the will consents. So 
the issues of life and of death must 
be according to what the will ac­ 
cepts and not according

love offers. 
As between love and 
law, 
that 
love precedes law in the Divine cos­ 
mos there can be no 
doubt,

yet, love is an offering, white law

n the issues of moral and spiritual 
tw and order. Love on one side and 
ill on the other. Pacifists and soc- 
il sentim entalists blindly refuse to 
see the two sides as elements to be 
dealt with according to their kind, 
but rather, they assum e a 
poten­ 
tiality for love that is not and could 
not be in it and can exist only in a 
confused and disordered mentality. 
The basic error 
that 
men 
have 
made in all ages is the assuma;! 
right to supervise and rewrite God’s 


word, whether In Its facta or ideals. 
Yet at that, there atm remains 
a 
question of m otive, which may be 
wilfully wrong or devotedly right 
and mistaken only aa to method. 
That those who ar# confusing the 
question of capital punishment have 
the best of m otives no 
one 
need 
doubt, but, correctness of 
method 
was never arrived a t from a one­ 
sided view. So, ainee m otive carries 
no guarantee of right or righteous­ 
ness within itself, we m ust look to 
sumo higher source 
of 
reckoning 
than is found in a sadly errant hu­ 
manity. 
Civil law recognizes degree in all 
crimes up to wilful! murder. The 
Mosaic law declares that, when one 
man kills another, he strikes out of 
his own life all that gives value and 
importance to the command, Thou 
shalt not kill, so thereafter he Is 
him self dead in all that had here­ 
tofore given him a right to 
live. 
And by all that gives safety and 
stability to society as a whole, he 
should cease to live altogether.

This Is revealed by Dr. Robert 
Belle Burke, dean of the college 
of the University of Pennsylvania 
and professor of Latin, who has 
Just completed the first transla­ 
tion Into a modern language of 
Bacon's “Opus Majus.” 
The two volumes of 800 pages 
w ritten In Latin have been trans­ 
lated Into English, the work re ­ 
quiring four years. 
Bacon’s "Elixir of Life” contain­ 
ed many ingredients, but It was 
valueless, 
Dr. 
Burke said. 
The 
Ingredients included gold, refined 
to an extreme purity; ambergris, 
pearl, the 
Tyrian 
serpent, 
from 
which Bacon said the ancients ob­ 
tained the antidote against poison 
known 
as 
“Theriaka”; 
dragon 
flesh, 
and 
the 
plants 
rosemary 
and aloe. 
"The elixir of life which Bacon 
ak carefully formulated," said Dr. 
Burke, "opened the field of medi­ 
cal research, and while It has no 
value as a means of prolonging 
life, it gives us a picture of the 
credulity of the age.” 
W ritten 
by Bacon at 
the re ­ 
quest of Pope Clement IV in 1268, 
the "Opus 
Majus" is a resume 
of the learning of the thirteenth 
century 
and 
is 
almost 
encyclo­ 
pedic in its range. 
It formerly 
was consulted by classists compe­ 
tent to translate Latin. 
The E n­ 
glish translation, Dr. Burke said, 
would make the work of Interest 
to a much larger group of schol­ 
ars and students of Bacon. 
'The work is 
of importance,” 
Dr. Burke explained, “because it 
Is the beginning of scientific re­ 
search 
among 
scholars. 
Bacon 
was the first to reject the A ris­ 
totelian method 
of 
arriving at 
conclusions 
of 
fact 
entirely 
by 
reasoning. 
He was the first to 
resting th a t many truths can be 
found only by scientific experi­ 
mentation, and he hoped to serve 
the Catholic church by using sci­ 
ence as a powerful tool to further 
its ends.”
